Winter Supply of Coal Consumed in 
Destruction of Sheds in Olive 
Street Yard. 


Mrs. Sadie McElrath of 3704 Olive street, 
who was injured in a street car accident 
several months ago, and has since been 
obliged to use a cane in walking, entered 
a burning stable in the rear of her home, 
rescued a valuable horse from the flames 
and pulled a double-seated surrey out into 
the yard. 

Mrs. McElrath conducts a boarding house. 
All her men boarders had gone out for the 
afternoon when. looking out of one of tne 
rear windows. she saw that the shed in the 
next yard was nearly consumed by flames, 
which were rapidly destroying the barn In 
her yard. She caught up her cane and hur- 
ried out into the yard. The upper portion 
of the barn. which has twd stories, was in 
flames, and the lower part was filled with 
dense smoke. 

Mrs. McElrath threw open the barn door 
and rushed into the stifling fumes of the 
burning hay. The fire had eaten its way 
through the floor in places and the sparks 
were falling on and around Jess, her 
blooded saddle and surrey horse. 

/ She untied the animal, which foilowed her 
through the smoke out into the yard. 

The fire company arrived, but the firemen 
had trouble in attaching the hose, and the 
woman saw that unless she entered the 
stable again her surrey would be reduced to 
ashes. 

A crowd of men and boys were gathered 
aboutt, bu none of them offered aid. sos he 
plunged again into the burning shed, and, 
unaided, dragged out the heavy surrey. 

Before the firemen succeeded in getting 
water on the flames four companies and a 
salvage corps arrivec. The fireplugs had 
seen left in bad condition by sprinkling car 
men, it was said, and it was 20 minutes be- 
fore any resistance to the flames was 
made. 
The two stables were burned to the 
ground.

Mix together a cup of sweet milk, a cup 
of buttermilk, a teaspoonful of salt, a scant 
teaspoonful of soda and a tablespoonful of 
malted butter. Add enough meal to nake 
it of proper consistency to roll out. Roll 
into a sheet a half inch thick and lay. in a 
buttered Gripping pan. Bake for three- 
quarters of an hour. As seon as it begins 
to brown dip a rag in melted butter and 
pass it lightly over the. top of the bread. 
During the browning process do this half 
a doken times, or until the bread is brown 
and crisp. In’ serving this bread, break, 
not cut, it imto pleces of the desired size. 


Chow-Chow. 

Mix together the following vegetables: 
Tiny cucumbers, small peeled onions, string 
beans freed of the strings, a cauliflower 
cut into emall clusters, green tomators 
sliced and four small long red peppers. 
Pack these vegetables in a large crock, ua)- 
ternating each layer with one of salt. Cov- 
er with cold water. Lay a weighted board 
on top of the pickles to keep them from 
floating. Leave for three days, drain the 
pickles, wash with freah weter, and let 
them lie in more fresh water for 4 hours. 
In a gallon of vinegar cook a teaspoonful 
each of celery seed, white mustard sced, 
whole black peppers, and one of ground 
horseradish, two teaspoonfuls of tumeric, 
three tablesnoonfuls of ground mustard 
and a cup and «a half of brown sugar. Put 
over the fire in a preserving kettle. and 
when it reaches a boil drop in the pickles. 
Be cnreful that there are no decayed ones 
among them. Simmer for five minutes, re- 
movo with perforated spoon and put inté a 
stone crock. Pour the vinegar over them 
and let them stand for 48 hours. Drain off 
the vinegar. return it to the fire, add to it 
a tablespoonful of curry powder, and when 
the vinegar is boiling pour it over the pick- 
les in the crock. When the mixture is 
stone cold you may pack the pickles and 
vinegar in small jars and geal. 


To Preserve Brushes. 

Good hair brushes are costly items, and 
a way to keep the bristles stiff and clean 
for years is worth knowing. A Russian 
coliffeur gives this recipe: Have ready 
two basins; put a lump of soda the size 
of a walnut in one and three parts fin it 
with boiling water; the other basin should 
be three parts filled with water as cold as 
you can get it, to which you have added 
sufficiént lemon juice or good white vine- 
gar to give it a noticeably acid taste. 
Shake the bristles of the brush well up 
and down in the boiling water till they 
are clean, then at once rinse them thor- 
oughly in the cold water and stand therm 
wp to dry in the air or in a warnr place, but 
not teo near the fire. Of course, the bacKs 
of the brushes must not be wetted. 


Directions for Making Puff Paste. 

One pound bread flour, three-quarters 
pound washed table butter. Put your flour 
into a bowl, use enough water to make 
stif?’ dough. Knead and wash the butter 
in cold water. Put on floured board or pan 
and chill for about 15 minutes. Take the 
dough, roll out about three-eighths of an 
inch thick, fold both ends toward the mid- 
dle, lay over again, repeat the rolling ourt, 
which must be in square form, put on ice 
to chill. When donrgh and butter are thor- 
oughly chilled take the former, roll out the 
Same way, cover the surface equally with 
the butter, fold as before and repeat the 
rolling out. Put on ice, let stand for one 
hour, roll out again, ‘back on ice again. 
After one hour the paste is ready. Roll 
out about one-quarter inch thick, cut out, 
bake in medium quick oven. Of course. the

Fourteen-year-old Tandon Osborne will 

carry for life a badge of courage. The 
badge will be a scar which physicians say 
will follow the wound the boy received in 
defending his mother. 
Mrs. Sarah Osborne andher son live at 
3519 North Second street. Several weeks 
ago Mrs. Osborne rented for a nominal 
suin two shed rooms at the rear of her 
house to J. B. Reed, his wife and five chil- 
dren. The Reeds were almost penniless 
and hafi been_unable to secure a home. 

The rooms were comfortable in good 
weather and when it rained Mrs. Osborne 
allowed the family to yse two rooms in her 
house. 

Sunday night, according to Mrs. Osborne. 

entered the apartment in which she 


‘and her son were sitting and began to 


abuse her and the boy. According to Mrs. 
Osborne the man was intoxicated. She 
begged him to leave the room. but in vain. 

At length the boy, angered by the mans 
language to his mother, attacked Reed and. 
despite his superior weight and strength, 
succeeded in ejecting him from the room. 

Half an hour later the boy went to a 
house a block from his own on an erfanu 
for him mother. He was returning and 
was about 50 yards from Mis home when 
he was struck in the face by a brick. 

He fell to the ground unconscious. The 
blow had cut a gash across its nose and 
the lower part of his forehead. 

His-mother, who had been watching out 
the window for his return, saw him fall. 
With # cry she rushed from the house. She 
saw Reed running away. 

Mrs. Osborne summoned aid and the boy 
wae taken to the North End Dispensary. 
He did not regain. consciousness until he 
had been there an hour, when he was 
taken back to his home. 

Half an hour after the assault Reed was 
found terribly beaten and bruised, sitting 
on a doorstep a few houses from Mrs. Os- 
borne’sy He was scarcely able to talk, but 
mumbled that he did not know who had 
attacked him. He said he had been un- 
conscious. He was sent to the hospital. 

Monday morning. his head and face ban- 
daged, Reed was arraigned before Judge 
Pollard in the Dayton street police court, 
and fined $50 and sentenced to the work- 
house. He will be allowed to remain at the 
hospital until his wounds have partly 
healed,

It Was Grimy Even 
in “The Crisis” Days. 


Aceording to Mr. Churchill the court- 
house in those days just before the civil 
war presented no more attractive appear- 


ance than it does now. 

Describing the sale “in front of the wide 
entrance of the courthouse,.”’ he saves, ‘‘the 
miserable human beings waiting to be sold 
at auction crouched against the walls and 
pee of the building, already grimy with 
soot.’”’ 

Ard the building was new then, for in an- 
other part of the same chapter. Mr. 
Churchill says, “its dome was indicated by 
Staging’ and one wing remained to be com- 
pleted. 

Those who have read the storv of the 
Slave sale recall that Stephen Brice went 
to the courthouse door after a visit to the 
office of Judge Silas Whipple. This office 
is described as having beén “across from 
the building on Market street an in the 
middle of the block, with what had once 
been a golden hand pointing to it. up a nar- 
row dusty stairway.” , 

Since the day of the slave sale there have 
been no alterations of the courthoyse or of 
the steps on which Iiester was sold or of 
the windows which Stephen Brice saw as 
he looked over on the courthouse from 
Judge Whipple's office. 

These windows are now being torn ont 
and new windows put in to makée‘a prop- 
erly respectable-looking courtroom for 
Judge Kinealy in the apartment on the 
first floor of the west half of the Market 
street wing. Work on the steps has not 


yet begun.

School Board Hostile to Cupid Over- 
thrown and Friends of Little 
God Elected.

TOPEILA, Kan., Sept. 28.—Returns dues! 
the recent school elections over Kansas 
show that the ruling of schoolboards that 
young women teachers shall not receive 
attentions from young men during the 
school term has been upset at the polls. 

The movement to prevent courting was 
started in a district in Chautauqua County. 
It spread rapidly and soon the women 
teachers who had men callers were in dan- 
ger of losing their positions. 

At the State Teachers’ Association last 
winter the young women set tp a scheme 
to outwit the men on school boards. They 


planned to make a quiet campaign among 
the housewives and other women in every 
community where courting has been barred. 

This was done while the men were en- 
gaged in the wheat harvest. The teachers 
had the enthusiastic suppert of their sis- 
ters everywhere, and the result was that, 
when the elections were held, the women 
voters outnumbered the men two to one. 
Inthe anti-courting districts, full boards 
of women were elected, and they already 
have rescinded the obnoxious order. 

The men, who were defeated, claimed that 
courting interfered with school work, but 
the teachers said the contention was foolisn. 

Of the 12,000 teachers of Kansas, 9000 are 
women. 


NINE ARE KILLED IN WRECK 


Train Running at Rapid Speed 
Jumped From a Curved Trestle 


Into Creek. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 28.~While 
runing at a high rate of speed a. south- 
bound fast mail train on the Southern rail- 
way jumped from a trestle feet high, 
north of Danville, Va., yesterday ‘After- 
noon e° was almost demolished. Of the 
crew Of 16 men, Including mail carriers. 
nine were killed and seven tnjured. The 
dead: Engineer J. A. Brodie of Placerville, 
Va.: Mireman Clarence White, Conductor 
Tom Blair and Mail Clerks J. L. Thomp- 
son, W. T. Chambers.

The trestle where the accident occurred 
is 50 feet long and is on a sharp turve.
